Knows Value 
Of ‘March’

newspaper, we nave covered 
different phases of personali¬ 
ties and facts regarding peo¬ 
ples of this locality who have 
had direct contact with this 
disease POLIO. 

In this week’s article comes 
some very personal and ap¬ 
preciative statements from the 
parents of Louise Annas, who 
was stricken with polio on 
Nov. 8, 1948, in Sierra Madre. 

Louise was only 7 yea-s eld 
when she was taken ill. Polio 
left her completely paralyzed 
for a time. After her general 
physical condition cleared up 
her only affliction was appar¬ 
ently on her left side. 

The parents, at the time of 
this attack were in no sense 
of the word, able to pay for 
any part of the expense. This 
is where the MARCH OF 
DIMES ably takes over the re¬ 
sponsibilities. The parents had 
always contributed to this 
cause, therefore felt no qualms 
about accepting this assist¬ 
ance.

stopping, however, he said his 
car swerved to the left—into 
the oncoming traffic. 

As the only witness to the 
crash, Charlie Tatum, 1059 
Cynthia, of the Coronet Homes 
Tract, testified Thursday that 
this, generally was how the 
accident occurred. He was driv¬ 
ing approximately 600 feet be¬ 
hind Mr. Ceder’s car. 

State Highway Patrolman 
Hudson, however, told the jur¬ 
ors and Deputy Coroner John 
Harrison that the only skid 
marks at the accident scene 
were left by the Hayward car 
—after the moment of impact. 

Patrolman Hudson testified 
further that approximately an 
hour and a half after the ac¬ 
cident he smelled “strong al¬ 
cohol” on Mr. Ceder’s breath, 
but couldn’t test him for so¬ 
briety because of his head in¬ 
jury. 

After the jury’s verdict was 
announced by Foreman Thom¬ 
as M. Schwartz, a recommen¬ 
dation was read into the record 
by Juror William D Cahill. 

The statement pointed out 
that traffic speeds have in¬ 
creased “because of lack of 
control” on Foothill boulevard.

ROCK SLIDES 
CLOSE MOUNT 
WILSON TRAIL 

A portion of Mount Wilson 
Trail has been closed pending 
repair of a “dangerous slide” 
area approximately a mile up 
the trail. 

Only an earth shelf 18 inches 
wide remains at one point fol¬ 
lowing rock slides caused by 
the storm two weeks ago. This 
“shelf,” explained Chief Gor¬ 
don G. McMillan, resembles a 
giant dirt clod that is adher¬ 
ing to the rock formation. 

If the earth dropped off un¬ 
der the weight of a human, 
he would fall about 200 feet 
to the canyon bottom, the chief 
added ominously. 

The city street department 
immediately placed barricades 
and warning signs near the 
slide area and these have now 
been replaced by ones fur¬ 
nished by the U.S. Forest Ser¬ 
vice. 

When the trail can be re¬ 
paired, however, is problemat¬ 
ical. District Ranger Nelson 
said cost of the repairs would 
be greater than he has been 
allocated for maintenance of 
the trail. 

He added, though, that he 
would see what could be done 
in spite of this, “since it is a 
dangerous situation.”

ger Flats Ranger Station at 
11:20 a.m. Sunday, after wise¬ 
ly spending the night in an 
improvised shelter. 

A spokesman of the local 
Search and Rescue Crew said 
nine members worked all night 
combing the Rubio and Eaton 
Canyons and the Mount Lowe 
area. Seven other veteran 
mountaineers of the Sierra 
Madre crow reported for duty 
Sunday morning, but the 
search was called off when 
they “walked out” unharmed. 

“We didn’t find them Satur¬ 
day night, because they were 
out of the search area,” the 
spokesman said. “No one 
thought they would hike along 
the top of the ridge toward 
Mount Wilson.” 

As has been the case since 
the local crew was formed last 
year, individual members ask¬ 
ed not to have their names 
revealed. 

By not releasing names, one 
man explained, people will not 
join in the hopes of getting 
publicity. “What we do is as a 
team,” he emphasized.
